Patent No. 5,845,255) do not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in 
combination with all other features in the claim') , flagging billing code guidehne changes 
to warn the physician to check new updated guidelines associated with the billing codes, 
as claimed in Indepedent claim 9. 

Dependent claims 12-15, 18, and 23 being further limiting to the Independent 
claim 9, therefore, also allowed. 

The prior art of record ( Resimer -U.S. Patent No. 6,154,726-and -Mayaud-U.S. 
Patent No. 5,845,255) do not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed Umitations of (in 
combination with all other features in the claim) , displaying an indication of whether 
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each patient has been seen that day. . . .displaying billing information for individual 
patients on the screen of the handheld device, as claimed in Indepedent claim 24. 

Dependent claims 1 9-22, and 25 being fiirther hmiting to the Independent claim 
24, therefore, also allowed.
